THE ENGLISH DERBY 
WON BY Sr. BLAIS. 

Epsom, May 23.—[Special Cable.]~The Derby 
was won today by St. Blaise. with Highland 
Chief second and Galliard third. 

Oaly eleven horses started out of 229 sub- 


seribers. ; 

Such a brilliant Derby-day has not been known 
for years. , 

A large number of foreign racing notabilities 
were present, especially Americans and French- 
men. 7 

The royal party comprised the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught, and Prince Christian. 

Tne spacious grassy paddock was so thronged 
that it was difficult to get a look at the favorite. 

It was the smallest field of starters for the 
Derby since 1823, just sixty years ago, when 
Emilius won the race. 

The course was bard and trying to those 
horses whose legs were at all tender. 

The horses came on the course at 3 o'clock, 
and the flag fell three minutes later, after the 
preliminary canter, in which Beau Brummel 
showed the way. At the fali of the flag Bon 
Jour made the running, attended by Sigma- 
pbone. The pair went on just clear of the Prince, 
Ladislaus, Splendor, and Goldfield to Tottenham 
corner, when St. Blaise Went to the front, at- 
tended by Galliard and Goldfield to the distance, 
where Highland Chief ran into secotid piace, but 
could not quite get up to St. Blaise, who won dy 
a neck. Half a neck divided the second and 
third horses. Time, 2:48. 

A FINE DAY AND A GREAT cov. 

LONDON, May II a. m.— The weather this 
morning was beautiful; the sun shone brightly. 
but the air was fairly cool. 

Immense crowds left London for Epsom 
Downs. The city presented a remarkably empty 
appearance. 

The race was won by Sir F. Jobnstone’s St. 
Blaise, Lord Ellemere’s Highiand Chief second, 
and Lord Falmoum' Galliard third. 

The iatest odds offered on the three horses 
mentioned were: 100 to 30 against Galliard, 6 to 
1 against St. Blaise, and 2 to 1 against Highland 
Chief.

C. Balanton’s The Prince. 

C. H. Harrison's Goldfield. 

Lefevre's Ladislaus. 

Lord Hastings’ Beau Brummel. 

C. H. Harrison's Splendor. 

Lord Bradford's Laocoon.

T. Cannon's Sigmophore. 

Bon Jour made tiie running at the start, at- 
tended by Sigmophone. They bad a clear lead 
of Ladisiaus, The Prince, Splendor, and Gold- 
field, who were bunched to the Tottenham cor- 
ner, when St. Blaise took up the running, close- 
ly followed by Galliard and Goldfield to the dis- 
tance, when Highiand Chief took second place 
and pressed St. Blaise very hard, but did not 
quite succeed iu catebing up with bim. 

St. Blaise won by a heck. 

Galliard finished baif a length behind High- 
land Chief. 

Time, 2:48.

[The Epsom Derby has been run every year 
since and including 178, and the story of its 
origia is as follows: In 1778 a party of friends 
were dining with Lord Derby, whose residerice 
overlooked the dowus at Epsom, and during the 
meal a discussion arose among the company, 
most of whom were turfmen, concerning the 
merits Of various animals Owned by them, the 
result being am agreement to found a race, 
open to all 3-year-okis, one mile and a balf, to 
be run annually at Epsom, and it was called the 
Derby in honor of the Best of the day. It soon 
became the most important and fashionable 
racing event in England, and for generations 
the piace of pride has been conceded it as far 
as the turf is concerned. Below will be found 
a table giving the names of the winners for the 
last twenty-five years, their sires, etc. Of late 
years there bas generaily been an American 
coltortwo among the starters, but the only 
really good animal bred on this side of the 
water that ever faced the flag in the Derby was 
Iroquois, the property of Mr. Pierre Loriliard, 
that won the great race in 1881. The American 
horse had the advantage of having for a rider 
Fred Archer, thé premier English jockey. who, 
by reason of Lord Faimouth, who had the first 
call on his services, not starting anything in the 
race, was enabled to ride for whom he pleased, 
and chose Iroquois for his mount, having al- 
ways fancied the colt. and backed him to win a 
large amount. In 188 Arober won the race for 
the Duke of Westminster on Bend Or, after a 
famous finish with Robert the Devil, # colt that 
many of the best judges believed to be the su- 
perior of Bend Or, and whose defeat, both in 
the Derby and St. Leger, by the last-named 
horse they claimed to be due wholly to the su- 
perior riding of Archer. Last year Archer 
for the second time carried the Duke of 
Wegminster’s colors to the front in the Derby, 
winning the race with Snotover, a filly that nad 
won the Two Thousand Guineas and been beaten, 
a week or 80 later, for the One Thousand. His 
mount this year was Galliard, a colt that won 
the Two Thousané Guineas and started first 
favorit at 7 to 2 for yesteraay’s race. St. Blaise, 
the winner, was third favorit, the post vdds 
against him being 5to 1, while Highiand Chief, 
who rao second, was among the “outside 
chances, 16 te 1 being offered against bim. 
Wood rode the winner, and Webb was on the 
second horse. the three leading jockeys of Eu- 
giand—Archer, Cannon, and Fordham—being 

the beaten ones. 

Tue list of Derby winners for the last twenty- 
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beyond is taken up with refreshment-tents, 
Punech-and-Judy shows, those machines that 
send wooden horses around ia a circlé, 
parties of men with blackened 
singing and daucmg without time of tune, 
jugglers, acrobats, and a surging mass of 
people. From the for naif a mile 
in each direction, outside the track, thero is the 
same sort of thing, added to a tremendous crush 
ot carriages, from which the horses have been 
taken and housed for the day. A third of the 
people present want to sell you something that 
is of no use, and the other two-thirds want to 
steal whatever you may have around your 
clothes. They are accomplished thieves, and 
will steal anything they can lay bands on, no 
matter whether it is worth anything of not. 
There ars often pretty big and rather promis- 
cuous crowds in Ameriéa, but this oné aunually 
exceeds any multitude seen elsewhere. There 
must be 600,000 to 1,000,000 people present. No- 
body convey a notion of such a crowd with 
mere res. 

The Visitor with money strug@ies up the course 
to the granda-stand inclosure, where he has to pay 
$2.50 in addition to the $10 he has already been 
made to lay out in entering the course. The 
space in front of the stand is fenced in, and 
about half the occupants are bookmakers. Many 
ot them wear white silk beaver bats, and most 
outragéous checked suite of clothes. Some of 
them shout out their odds in voices that would 
bave made their fortunes before fog-horns were 
invented. Others go about quietiy booking bets 
with people they know. Off to the rigut of this 
inclosure is another one, occupied by the Tat- 
tersall’s bookmakers. Tattersall's is the piace 
where all the swell buying and selling of horse- 
Desh in London is done, There the betting men 
do congregate between times, and offer to “let 
you in.” On the course at Epsom they havea 
ittle yard all to themselves, and one must be 
supplied with a special ticket if de wants to 
got in. After the sight-scer has been 
jostied about for awhile, he goes back to his 
carriage, and eats, and drinks, and tries to be 
merry. The five-furlongs race is finally dis- 
posed of, and, after the longest hou he will 
ever remember, the Derby is begun. first 
he sees Of the horses they are scuttle along 
the top of the distant ridge.]

| AND ITS HISTORY, 
The great bridge, which is to be today thrown 
open to traflic, is largely the product of the 
severe winter of 1866-7. During that winter the 
Bast River ferry-boats came to grief. Brooklyn 
business-men embarking on a Fulton ferry- 
post found themselves, after an bour's cruising, 
in the vicinity of Heligate. For days the river 
was so choked with ice as to be almost impass- 
abie. Some boats, in beating against ice-cakes 
in a streng current, were driven down around 
Governor's Island and then to Staten 
Island. The idtonvenience was great, but 
the losses sustained by certain busi- 
ness interests were such that a vigorous demand 
was made fora bridge. Soon after men of cap- 
nal obtained a charter, and a bridge company 
was formed with a capital of $5,000,000. It so 
bappened that the charter in question came 
from a Legisiatnre in which the late William 
M. Tweed was peculiarly influential. By this 
charter the cities of New York and Brookiyn 
were given authority to subscribe to the capital 
Stock such sums as their Common Councils 
should determine. When the foundations for 
the towers had been laid. and it was ap- 
parent that the bridge could and would be built, 
‘taxpayers in both cities reulized that the enter- 
prise should be managed exclusively by tne 
authorities of New York and Brovklyn. The 
charter was accordingly amended, Brookiyn 
agreeing to pay 66% per cent and New York 33% 
per cent of the entire cost. The private stock- 
holders were accordingly reimbursed and their 
title extinguished. Williaw C. Kingsley, of 
Brooklyn, deserves to be called the father of 
the great bridge. Asearly as 1865 he employed 
an engineer to draw plans and make estimates 
for a suspension-bridge, and when the time 
came for action be became the acknowledged 
leader of the enterprise. May 23, 1867. John A. 
Roebling was appointed’ Engineer. In Septem- 
ber of the same year be made his report of sur- 
‘vers, plans, and estimates. Work was com- 
menced on the site of the foundation of the 
Brookiyn tower Jan. 3,1870. Engineer Rocb- 
ling, however, did not live to see this work be- 
run. In the summer of 1869 while at work on 
the location of the Brooklyn tower an incoming 
ferry-boat collided with some timbers which 
crushed his foot, and he died of lock-jaw about 
two weeks later. His son, Washington A. 
Roebling, was called upon to take up and com- 
plete his father’s great work. He was 
equal to the emergency. Although falling 
a Victim to the “ caisson disease in December, 
1871, be supervised the work from bis sick room. 
He bas never recovered his bealth and never 
wil. According to the estimate of the eider 
Roebling the bridge with the land required 
would cost $10,200,000. Its actual cost when 
completed will be about $15,500,000. The in- 
creased expense is thus accounted for: First, 
the United States Government insisted on an in- 
crease of five feet in the hight, making the 
Clearance under the centre of the bridge 135 
feet; second, it was decided, after the first 
plans were agreed upon, to widen the briage 
from eighty to eighty-five feet; third, the 
amount originally designed to complete the 
foundations of the tower was found to be insuffi- 
cient; fourth, steel was substituted for iron in 
the construction of both the cabies; fifth, in- 
stead of light iron girders or trestle- work con- 
tempiated for the approaches it was determined 
to bulla of granite and brick. There were other 
unlocked for incidental and ‘extraordipary ex- 
penses, much time and money being lost because 
New York failed tofurnish her quota of the 
funds required. 
THE PANIC. 


In 1878 74 the bridge project dragged slowly. 
About that time a so-called “reform wave 
ewept over the two cities, and officials and tax- 
’ payers wanted to see something more tangible 
than the two haif-compieted towers, which 
stood, as the cynica declared, like “tombstones 
marking the graves of folly and extravagance.” 
In Brooklyn a strong sentiment of hostihty to 
further expenditure on tne bridge was created 
by the Hon. Demas Barnes. Satisfying himseif 
that certain bridge funds were being carelesly 
used, Mr. Barnes made formal cbarges against 
the management through the Brooklyn Argus, 
& paper which he had established in September, 
1873, and which for four years fought a gallant 
fight for the taxpayers on the bridge question. 
About this time New- Yorkers seemed to lose all 
interest in what they called the “ white ele- 
phant.” Although fairly re nted in the 
Board of Directors, several the New Torx 
members seemed disposed to cut the meetings 
of the board and to throw all responsibility 
upon the Brookiyn end of the management. 
; THE STEALS, 

* The story of the frauds is too long to repeat 
here, but certain specimen bricks May as well 
be exhibited. Kingsiey, of Brooklyn, was, as 
the reader knows, prime mover in the affair, 
but the two projectors and supporters 
Were Boss Tweed and Henry C. Murphy. It was 
ed through Tweed'e unbiushing bribery of 
tae New York Board of Aldermen that it voted 
authorize the Controller to issue bonds to the 
‘S@ount of $15,500,000 for the benefit of the 
Bridge. In the next place an arrangement was 
Made between the Board of Directors and 
Kingsley by wnich Kingsiey was to receive the 
‘@itounding commission of 15 per cent on all 
Purchases made for the bridge. By aseries of 


it was discovered that the total 
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ngth of each single wire in cables, 8. 57 feet. 
Ww tof four cables. inclusive of wrapping 
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was accomplished by the diving-bell and the air 
force-pump. The style of diving-beli used is 
called a caisson. It resembles nothing so much 
as an inverted chest. It must be lined 
with boiler-iron, seamed air-tight, with 
means of in and egress for men 
and materials. By the use of this 
caisson many formidable difficnittes have 
been surmounted and a perfect foundauoa laid 
where the waves will wash their mighty bases 
for ages. The foundation is laid eighty feet be- 
low the surface of the river and the grant 
masonry is true to a bair’s breadth. The cables, 
aw ing gracefully over the top of towers 276 
feet in hignt. The bridge floor, which the cables 
sustain, is au immense steel framework consist- 
ing of two systems of girders at right angies 
to each The main girders, supporting 
the floor proper, are graceful trusses thirty- 
three incbes deep, placed seven feet six inches 
apart. these are attached four steel rope 
suspenders from the cables. Parallel and lonei- 
tudinal trusses, with bracesor stays, give the 
combination strength in every direction. At the 
towers the framework is firmly anchored. The 
weingut of the centralspan ofthe entire sus- 
pended structure is 6,74 tons. It is estimated 
that at no time will this weignt be increased by 
cars, vehicles, and passengers more than 1,380 
tons, giving a total maximum weight of 8,120 
tons. Of this enormous weight 6,700 tous 
are sustained b the cables and 
1190 tons dy che suspensorye stays 
of steel wire ropes diverging from the tops of 
the towers to points about fifteen feet apart 
along the bottom of four of the vertical trusses. 
These stays extend out from the towers 400 feet. 
They form important auxiliaries to the cables. 
The central avenue of the bridge is to be used 
asafootway. Its width is nineteen feet, and it 
is elevated above the avenues Oa the sides some 
ten feet. The side avenues are occupied by 
ears moving from end to end by means of an 
— — wire rope operated by a stationary en- 


ne. 

The cables suspended from the great towers 
are ‘fifteen and three-quarter inches thick. In 
each cabie there are 5,000 wires, the whole mass 
being subdivided into skeins or strands 
fashioned like skeins of yarn or thread. Each 
vable contains nineteen of these strands of 278 
wires each, and each skein isa continuous wire 
nearly 1,000,000 feet in length. The tiretman to 
croas from tower to tower was E. F. Farring- 
ton, the ter Mechanic of the enter- 
prise, who made the trip Aug. W. 1876. 
Then the detail of the work went on, each day 
adding to the number of wires from tower to 
tower, until finally a light foot-bridge was run 
across, all who desired could walk from one 
auchorage to the other over the topsof the 
towers and across the river. Then the es, 
ten in number, were got in position, so that the 
men en in the cable-making could - 
late the wires, a matter of no small difficulty, 
since the atmospheric effects of the sun and 
wind were such that frequently the cables 
varied as much as halt a foot in bight in the 
course of a day. The defiections were, how- 
ever, all overcome, last wire was run 
across Oct. 15, 1878. 

THE ACCIDENT IN 1878. 

It is rather remarkabie that from first to last 
no one has ever fallen from the dizzy hignt of 
the main span into the water beneath. ides 
the fire in the Brooklyn caisson, which cost no 
lives, and the fall of the derrick on the Brook- 
lyn tower, which had more serious results, there 
has been one great accident only, but the 
imagination can scarcely picture anything more 
dreadful. On June 19, 1878, one of the great 
strands broke loose from the New York anchor- 
age, carrying with it the shoe and its ponder- 
ous attachments. As the end swept from the 
anchorage it dashed off several of the men 
at work, and then, with a frightful leap, 

ing the bouses ana pled streets be- 
ow. it landed for an instant in the bridge 
yard, close under the New York tower. The 
great weight midstream whizzed it over the 
tower with frightful and increasing rapidity, 
and the whole span plunged madly into the 
river, narrowly wissing the ferryboats that ply, 
crowded with human freight, below the line of 
the bridge. Since its commencement the enter- 
prise bas lost its President, Henry C. 2 
and its first Treasurer, J. H. ntice, as well as 
its Chief Engineer. 
there bas not been a le break iu the engin- 
eering staff, Engineers Martin, Paine, Colling- 
wood, McNulty, Probasco, and Hildebrand hav- 
ing served contiauously, most of them from the 
very first. 

RAILROAD ORATORY. 

At a receut banquet given at Delmonico’s 
the occasion of the th anniversary of 
New York Chamber of Commerce, the Hon. J. 
S. T. Strauahan, of Brooklyn, speaking of the 
big bridge, said: 

do not know, Mr. Chajrman, whether you 
da ve heard of it or not; yet I might as well say 

the people of Brooklyn bave an idea in re- 
gard tothis bridge which is quite sure to reveal 
itself at no distant riod. Brooklyn, as you 
are aware, is by the East River isolated from tne 
mainiand. The people of that city hope that 
the bridge will remove this isolation, and put 
them in direct railway communication, not only 
with New York City, but with all parts of the 
country. This will greatly serve ir conven- 
ience and promote their pro perity. New York 
certainiy will not object, and will not be the 
loser. ifa bridge over the Hariem River con- 
nects New York with the main land, why should 
not a bridge over the East River perform a sim- 
Har service in behalf of Brooklyn and Long Isi- 
and? Brooklyn believes in utilizing the bri 
to this end: and fortunately this end can 
gained witbout any serious disturbance of ex- 
isting conditions in the City of New York. 
The Second Avenue Elevated Railway has be- 
tween the Harlem River and Twenty-third 
street sufficient width for four tracks, and be- 
tween this street and the New York terminus of 
the bridge for tbree tracxs; and it is withal so 
st built as to make it entirely possibile to 
utilize it to the full extent of giv to Brook- 
lyn and the system of railroads on g lstand 
an outlet through the Hudson River and New 
Haven Roads to all parts of the country. 
After elaborating this idea of a railroad outlet 
for Long Island., Mr. Stranaban concluded with 
this little burst of enthusiasm: “As I close, 1 
cannot forbear to express the solid satisfacdon 
which the trustees who have for years given an 
unpaid service to the construction of the East 
River bridge now feel, not only in view of its 
completior, but also of the character of the re- 
suit attained. They will pase away; senera- 
tions will come,and go; but the monument will 
live. Centuries will roll away, and the bridge, 
though it may grow old in years, and in the far- 
distant future be studied and used as the prod- 
uct of a bygone age, will stili retain its strength. 
The cabies will not snap and the towers will not 
fall. The anchorages will be true to their trust. 
The massive arches will not collapse. The steel 
and the granit will not rot. Fire will not burn 
the bridge. Freight-trains and Pullman cars 
will not break it. The winds will not shake it. 
Time and toll will not fatigue it. Its youth and 
ite age will be alike periods of vigor. That 
brid Mr. Chairman, was built to stand, and 
— ft will—so long that we may as well call it 
immortal. N

The bricklayers say that brick is now being 
offered at $1.50 per 1,000 below winter rates, and 
there will be no excuse for the delay of building 
after brick begins to come in. and they expect 
all their idle men will be at work by next week. 

The waster masons say that the backbone of 
the strike is broken, and point as evidence to 
the lawiesness of Tuesday as a beginning of the 
end. Atalargely-attended meeting yesterday 
afternoon they expelled NicholasGerten and the 
firm of Krieg & Demuth, They also passed the 
following resolution: 

WHEREAS, We believe that the law of supply 
and demand regulates wages; an 

WuHereas, It bas never been the policy of this 
associution to attempt an arbitrary establish- 
ment of rates, but rather that employers should 
be free to make such bargains with employés as 
may be mutually satisfactory; 

Wuereas, Ditferenve of locality, oharacter of 
work, and limit of time for exedution are all 
factors in this problem; ana 

Whereas, The emergency which prompted 
the resolution of March 2, 1 does no 
exist; therefore, 

Resolved, That said resolution fixing a maxi- 
mum and winimum rate of wages for the time 
being be and it 1s bereby rescinded. 

The master masons say do not consider 
that they have any right to attempt to fx the 
price of wages, the law of supply and demana 
regulating that quesnon,and they only passed the 
reseiution of March 29 in order that they might 
meet the original committee of ten from the 
bricklayers ou April 2 with a wages proposition 
in order to bave something to compromise on. 
This is the pian for breaking up the strike so 
frequently mentioned. Any master mason is 
now at liberty to pay any price be ses, but 
in order that this should not look like a back- 
down they reaffirm their position in regard to 
the union by passing the foliowing resolution: 

“We will not employ any members of the 
United Order of American Bricklayers and 
Stonemasons of Chicago until they will strike 
out of their constitution and by-laws the arti- 
cles which restrict the number of apprentices 
and dictate who sball be employed and who not 
and at what rate of wages.“ a 

In order to show the animus ot the leading 
bricklayers, Mr. Cox mentioned the fact that 
Sullivan bad told bim recently that be could not 
run a “scab” job in this town, and eitber he or 
Cox would have to quit the town if he tried it. 


Rumored Embarrassment of the Taun- 
ton Manafacturing Company. 

New York, May 23.—(Special.]—Reports dave 
been in circulation here that the Taunton Manu- 
facturing Company, of Taunton, Mass., whose 
New York office is at No, 2 South street, had 
suspended payment on notes amounting to over 
$360,000. 

At the New York office it was positively stated 
that there bad been no suspension, that business 
was going On as usual, payments being made 
and received, and goods purchased and sold. 
Creditors and customers of the company and 
others interested, however, took a different 
view of the matter. At a well-kuown metal 
bouse, which has had large dealings with 
the company, it was stated that the company 
had a large amount of notes under protest, as 8. 
D. Crocker, the Treasurer, who died about two 
months ago, who had indorsed them, had not 
made provision for their payment. The embar- 
rassment on these notes, it was said, was only 
temporary. The company had ample reserves 
to pay all the creditors in full. but it was 
thought that some of the stockholders might 
not realize in full. A circular had been issued 
and a committee bad been appointed to 
reorganize the company. The ouse bad 
such confidence in the company that 


it was ready to fill any of its orders. From 


other sources it was learned of 
aper under protest was held by eight banks in 
ton, several in Taunton, and one in Piym- 
outh, Mass. This paper was indo it was 
stated, by the late Treasurer. At his death 
there was no one to take care of the notes, and 
the company’s resources were inadequate. Busi- 
ness is still running, and the company is paying 
current bilis for supplies. The assets, it is 
thought, wiil realize more than enough to pay 
the debts, provided the company can realize on 
them. The company was chartered in 1831. The 
last annual statement, filed June 26, 1582, showed 
assets $830,944. The debts, exciusive of capital 
stock, were $318,134. 


Assets and Liabilities, 

New York, May 23.—[Special.]—-Thaddeus and 
David F. Davids, composing the firm of Thad- 
deus Davids & Co., manufacturers of ink at 
Nos. 127 and 129 William street, made an assign- 
ment today, with preferences amounting to 
$33,792. The assignment was made to protect 
the regular business creditors, and was the re- 
sult ot the irregularities of the late George W. 
Davids. The notes, etc., irregularly issued by 
him in the firm’s name without their knowledge 
or authority, as far as learned, amounts 
to over $150,000, which is much larger 
than at first supposed. The firm claim 
to have ample assets to pay all their legitimate 
debts m full. George W. Davids, son of David 
F. Davids, had occupied public official positions 
in Westchester County., where he resided, and 
was prominent in political and social life. He 
was led into speculations, absorbed his entire 
individual estate, and ame practically a 
bankrupt. Taking advantage of his position as 
confidential clerk for the tirm, and of bis fa- 
ther’s absence, and of the fact of being kuown 
as a former member of the ftirm, without 
the knowledge of either member of the 
firm and without any authority, he issued 
a large amount of paper to which he attached 
the tirm’s name. The amount of the paper 80 
issued is not detinitly known to the members of 
the firm, as it was not entered by him upon the 
firm’s books, nor were any memorandums of it 
made by him so far as bas yet been learned, ex- 
cepting some found in his private pocketbook 
after his death. One of the memorandums. and 
in bis own handwriting, states that for $70,000 
paper issuea by him he received no considera- 
tion whatever.

NWO CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 

The passage by the Lilinois Senate of the 
„% Habitual-Criminals”’ act is chiefly impor- 
tant as a reminder that the whole subject of 
criminal-law reform has been treated with a 
neglect by the present Legislature which is 
disgraceful and scarcely less than criminal. 
The bill just passed by the Senate is all right 
as far as it goes, but it is of no great value 
except as an incident of a complete and rad- 
ical change in the system of arraigning and 
prosecuting criminals in this State. It will 
be of small moment to make previous con- 
victions a factor in determining the extent 
of punishment if the law be otherwise in 
such shape as to enable criminals with 
money to postpone their triais indefinitly 
and afford their attcrneys ample facilities 
for saving them from punishment altogether 
by quips and qulrks, by continuances, by 
changes of venue, by straw-bail, by the sup- 
pression of evidence of previous bad charac- 
ter, and with the eonnivance of ignorant 
and corrupt juries. J 

To take an example fresh in the public 
mind, it may be sald that the attorneys em- 
ployed by Jere Dunn could easily have post- 
poned his trial a couple of years had they 
chosen to resort to the usual devices left 
open to him in the criminal laws; but as 
their client was held upon an offense not ad- 
mitting him to bail they chose rather to 
trast his case to the ignorance of the average 
jury and to their ability tosuppress evidence 


as to the character of the man charged with 


murder than to the common practice of con- 
tinuances, delay, and running off witnesses. 
The criminal law of this State should be 
amended in regard to coptinuances, changes 
of venue, ball-bonds, and the drawing of 
juries before the “ Habitual-Criminals” act 
will be of any benefit to the people. 

One reason why the movement for crim- 
inal-law reform, which promised so much 
early in the session, has made such unsatis- 
factory progress is to be sought in the 
shamefully partisan attitude taken by the 
Democrats in the Lower House, which has 
obstructed all business; but, aside from all 
that, the influence of the criminal-lawyer 
class over the Legislature is so potent that 
perhaps conscientious attention to business 
would not haye resulted in an agreement 
upon the changes in the criminal jurispru- 
dence which public interests demand, 

The bill which has passed the Senate in re- 
gard to habitual criminals may never be 
taken up in the House, and in any case it 
seems to have one radical defect. It pro- 


vides as follows:

The crimes included in the above list are 
burglary, grand larceny, horse-stealing, rob- 
bery, forgery, and counterfeiting, and proof 
of previous conviction on any of these 
charges is made competent testimony and 
provides for cumulative punishment. But 
it is clear that previous convictions for mur- 
der, manslaughter, and crimes of violence 
should also warrant evidence of the fact in 
order that the jury may form a proper idea 
of the character of the criminal on trial upon 
a similar charge. In the late Dunn trial 
abundant evidence was introduced to 
blacken the character of the man Dunn 
killed; but, after the remarkable verdict of 
“not guilty,’ some of the jurors in the case 
have excused themselves by saying that they 
had no information as to the real character of 
the man who did the killing, as ail such testi- 
mony was suppressed. As they seemed to con- 
sider it their duty to arbitrate between Dunn 
and Elliott, instead of holding the former 
responsible to society for the crime he com- 
mitted against the sanctity of human life, it 
would only have been fair toinform the jury 
that Elliott was the third man Dunn had 
killed, that Dunn had already “ done time in 
the penitentiary’ for a similar offense, and 
that, instead of being a brave and faithful 
Union soldier, as was claimed, he had been 
arascally bounty-jumper, and had been in- 
volved in enough affairs of violence to be re- 
garded as a bad and dangerous man. Such 
evidence might perhaps have altered the 
terms of the arbitration upon which they 
were engaged. 

But eriminaliaw reform to be effective 
demands something more than the privilege 
of introducing evidence against the criminal 
as to previous convictions, whatever the pend- 
ing charge may be. The Legislature is be- 
ginning at the wrong end, The criminal 
class and the criminal lawyers can afford to 
snap their fingers in derision at such a law as 
this so long as they shall continue to enjoy 
ample facilities for escape through the legal 
loopholes placed in the law by unprincipled 
criminal lawyers and kept there by their leg- 
isiative confederates.

But we may note here the gentleman 
from Peoria does not enter into any defense 
of his course in obstructing the necessery 
business of the State by acting on every oc- 
easion with those who tried to break up a 
quorum when the high-license question came 
up for discussion. tHe seems entirely uncon- 
scious of having sided in saddling the tax- 
payers of the State with the heavy expense 
of a protracted session. He has interfered 
unnecessarily and mischievously with the 
right of a majority of the people of 
this State to make such laws as may seem to 
them fit and proper. This, Mr. Quinn must 
admit, is not only a violation of his cherished 
„ home- rule“ and State-right principles, 
but a violation of his solemn obligations as a 
legislator. Are the interests ot the Peoria 
distillers superior to those of the people of 
the State in Mr. Quinn’s judgment? It would 
seem 80, 

Mr. Quian says he believes in local op 
tion.“ in the right of the people of each lo- 
cality to make ordinances and laws for their 
own government. Why, then, did Mr. Quinn 
urge so earnestly his Wife-Beaters Flogging 
bill on the attention of the General Assembly ? 
Why should thet, too, not be relegated 
to the local districts for adoption? There 
are wife-beaters in many localities in the 
State who could urge equally strong objec- 
tions to the Wife-Beaters Whipping bill as 
those which Mr. Quinn, the political fly-in- 
the-ointment Haines, and the ssloonkeepers’ 
lawyers urge against the High-License bill. 
It is surprising, too, that it has not yet 
struck Mr. Quinn that it his local-option rea- 
son for opposing the High-License bill is 
sound it would be equally sound against the 
Dramshop act of this State, which fixes the 
minimum license fee throughout the State 
at $50. It it is right and proper to maintain 
the Dramshop act, if it was right and proper 
to pass it Into law when the evils of whisky 
and rumselling were not so well known as 
they are now, it surely is both right and 
proper to pass a higher license bill at this 
time, which but adds a cipher to the mini- 
mum license fee required by the Dram- 
shop act. The principle involved is only 
a question of amount. If Mr. Quinn’s 
local-option argument is good in the 
ease of high license, then the objection 
is equally good against punishing by general 
law grand and petit larceny, gambling, the 
establishment of nitro-glycerine and dyna- 
mite factories. Mr. Quinn admits that in- 
toxicating liquor is dangerous, and the use 
of it dangerous. Then why’ not by general 
statute regulate its sale to the user, just as 
the sale of dynamite and poisons are regu- 
lated? But Mr, Quinn in his new-born zeal 
for local-option taxes and restrictions on the 
whisky traffic ignores the fact that the so- 
called Harper bill does not interfere with the 
loeal-option law now in force, which gives 
to each city, village, and town the right to 
tax and regulate the sale of intoxicants as it 
pleases. The reform license bill simply 
changes the existing minimum tax on intox- 
icating liquors, and does not disturb the op- 
erations of local home-rule in the least. If 
Mr. Quinn will turn to bis files of Tun 
Tripung of May 17 and May 20 he will find 
all of his objections answered and all of his 
sophistries demolished. 

The people of the entire State are taxed to 
maintain insane asylams and penitentiaries. 
We have it on competent authority that 
most of the inmates of the jails and the asy- 
lums are the victimg of the drink traffic. Is 
it not, then, the duty of the State to regulate 
that traffic and limit it by general instead of 
local-option law, and thus limit the injuries 
to and expenses ot the taxpayers of the State 
—to make the traffic beara burden in some 
degree commensurate with the expenses 
with which it burdens the State? If Mr. 
Quinn favors small appropriations for State 
institutions, then lessen the number of sa- 
loons, the number of drinkers, therefofe the 
number ot jailbirds and lunatics, and you cap 
reduce the appropriations for penitentiaries 
and asylums, 

Mr. Quinn’s second argument is ridicu- 
lously weak. The high-license system has 
worked well wherever it bas been tried. It 
has diminished the number of saloons, Im- 
proved their character, and diminished the 
number of victims of the drinking habit. It 
has driven out of the rumselling business 
the irresponsible knaves, loafers, and bum- 
mers who were unable to pay the 6500 fee. 
It has decreased the number of doggeries. 
That isthe evidence of every independent 
witness. It is the evidence of temperance 
advocates like Bishop Ireland, as well as of 
men of the same political persuasion as Mr. 
Quinn, such as Mr. Fitzgerald, of Nebraska. 
Mr. Quinn says he favors temperance. If 
he does, then why not acton the advice of 
the experienced champions of temperance. 
Why not try to lessen the temptations to in- 
temperance. Be honest; Mr. Quinn. It is 
not necessary to waste any more words on 
thig shockingly self-satisfied man.

THE GOLD SCARCITY. 

The attention which has been excited by 

the speech of Mr. Goschen, the London 
banker, on the scarcity of gold and ite effects 
on prices and prosperity has been world- 
wide. Several answers have been made, and 
in the last number of the London Times at 
hand Mr. Goschén takes up the subject again, 
and reaffirms and strengthens his first posi- 
tions. 
The most interesting point made in the 
second discussion of the question js the fact 
that in a large number of staple articles 
prices have gone back to the figures at which 
they stood before the great gold discoveries 
of this century which had so marked an ef- 
fect in raising prices, Comparing prices on 
the first of this year with the average during 
the verlod between 1845 and 1850, he finds 
that coffee, sugar, tea, wheat, cotton, flax 
and hemp, oll, copper, lead, iron, cotton 
wool, cotton yarn, and eotton cloth are all 
lower now than they were then. Many 
other articles of first-class importance are 
but a trifle above the figures that ruled dur- 
ing the gold harvest of the middle of this 
century. 

This is a result for which Mr. Goschen 
says that with all his prepossessious in favor 


. 


thus borne out. The worn-out argument 
that the use of banking expedients econo 
mizes the use of gold to such an extent that 


it makes up for the loss in the production 


and for the new demands of the world is 
pronounced to be without evidence, On 
the contrary, says Mr. Goschen, it is believed 
that in England alone the gold circulation 
has grown by $100,000,000 in ten years. As 
we showed the other day, the amount that 
has come into this country and gone out of 
sight into private hands away from the 
banks, the Treasury, and all places of visible 
storage is not less than $187,000,000 in the 
last four years. ‘ 

The position taken by Mr. Goschen, that 
the decline in prices is due to the decrease in 
the supply of gold, has been met by a num- 
ber of controversialists by the argument that 
he has overlooked the lowering effects of 
new inventions, better means of transporta- 
tion, etc. This is the oriticism by Mr. Thomas 
B. Moxon in the London Economist. But 
Mr. Goschen replies that he made full allow- 
ance for all these contributory causes, and 
makes the unanswerable point that they have 
been in operation as fully during the period 
1870-1875 as during that from 1875 to 1883. 
They have contributed over a course of 
years to cheapen the cost of many commod- 
ities, but they do not account for the changes 
of the last five years. 

The London Times admits that Mr. Goschen 
has made out his case. But it does not, any 
more than such organs of opinion as the 
Boston Advertiser and the New York Even- 
ing Post, draw from it any argument for the 
return to the full monetary use of silver. It 
is easy enough to see why the sentiment of 
great centres of capital like New York, Bos- 
ton, and London should be against the use 
of anything but gold as legal tender and 
against any policy that would make it cheap- 
er, The rich men of these cities have thou- 
sands of millions of dollars loaned out to the 
rest of the world on which with the single 
gold standard they are entitied to demand 
payment in gold, ‘The scarcer gold becomes 
the mare human labor the gold interest on 
his $50,000,000 of Government bonds will 
bring Mr. Vanderbilt. Great Britain will 
never listen to any proposals for the reintro- 
duction of silver into her legal-tender sys- 
tem as long as the great London bankers 
and the merchants and ruling classes whose 
bank accommodations they control have any- 
thing to say about its policy. 

If this class were able to persuade the 
English Government, as they did in 1216, 
just after the country had contracted its 
gigantic debt for fighting Napoleon, to give 
up its option of paying in gold and silver, 
which was full legal-tender while the debt 
was being issued. and to pay it in gold alone, 
they will be able for quite a while yet to pre- 
vent it from encouraging the restoration of 
sliver. What this class want is all they can 
get, and the dearer gold becomes and the 
harder for their debtors to obtain the more 
will they receive from their investments, 
That is all the mystery there is about the 
„gold question.“ 

— — 
ELECTRICITY AS A POWER TRANSMITTER. 

Some time since there was printed in Tun 
TRIBUNE a general statement of the results 
of the experiments made by Dr. Cornelius 
Herz and M. Marcel Deprez to prove the 
possibility of transmitting power over long 
distances by the agency of the electric cur- 
rent. The experiments were made in Paris, 
and their success was confirmed by similar 
results obtained from similar experiments 
made at the Electrical. Exhibition in 
Munich in October, 1882, There were 
many donbting Thomases, however, among 
the scientists, and some went 60 far as to 
affirm that the transmission of power by M. 
Deprez had been obtained by some kind of 
trick. In order to settle the matter beyond 
any dispute the French Institute, the high- 
est of scientific tribunals, appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of MM. de Freycinet, Fer- 
dinand de Lesseps, Bertrand, Tresca, and 
Corna to investigate the experiments, and 
they have reported that both those at Munich 
and Paris conform in every particular to the 
theories they were intended to establish. 

M. Deprez made no claim to the discovery 
of the possibility of transmitting power by 
electricity. That had already been discovy- 
ered by Faraday, and other electricians since 
is day have improved upon his discovery. 
What M. Deprez sought to prove was that the 
power could be transmitted over tens, and 
even hundreds, of miles in sufficient quan- 
tity to make it availabie for industrial pur- 
poses, and that it could be transmitted at a 
cost that would make it practicable. The 
committee say in their report: ** Herein lies 
the difficulty of the problem of which the 
three characteristic terms are: first, to trans- 
port by means of the electric current a con- 
siderable quantity of energy; second, to 
transmit it to a great distance; third, to so 
arrange that the specific cost of the operation 
in machines and conductors shall not exceed 
a given value.“ As to other attempts to 
solve this problem the committee say:

Referring to the experiments made on the 
4th of March, the committee make a detailed 
report coutaining most elaborate tables and 
formulas, giving the dynamometric and elec- 
tric results of eight tests.

REGULATING ——— —— In ILLI- 


Among the bills pending before the Legis- 
lature which should be passed without op- 
position is one which was introduced by Mr. 
Stevens, of Montgomery, requiring railroad 
corporations to maintain a public office in 
the State of Illinois where transfers of stock 
may be made. The first section of the Dill 
makes it obligatory upon railroad companies 
doing business in the State to establish such 
an office, and keep one book containing the 
names of its stockholders which shall be 
open to the inspection of all stockholders, 
and another book in whieh the transfers of 
shares shail be registered. The second sec- 
tion provides as penalties. for a failure to 
comply with the law a fine of not less than 
$1,000 nor more than $2,000 after ninety days 
from the passage of the aet; a fine of not less 
than §2,000 nor more than 64,000 after 
six months’ lapse; and for every year 
thereafter a fine of not less than 
$4,000. The third section provides 
for the collection of these fines by an action 
of debt in the name of the State. The fourth 
section makes it the duty of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners to investigate and 
ascertain whether the provisions of the act 
are violated, and to bring suits for the en- 
forcement of the penalties in all cases of 
default. The fifth seetion stipulates that all 
fines recovered under the act shall be paid 
into the Treasury of the county where the 
sult is tried, and shall be used for county 
purposes. 

The passage of this act will be but a tardy 
recognition of an express injunction in the 
Constitution, which says (Art@X1,, Sec, 9):

And the Ge As- 
sembly shall pass laws enforcing by suitable penal- 
ties the pruvistons of this section. 


It is clear from the mandatory language 
of the Constitution that a law similar to 
that now under consideration should have 
been passed years ago. The framers of the 
Constitution understood the importance of 
making the affairs of the railroads public—a 
principle which has sinee been recognized 
fully by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in declaring railroads to be quasi- 
public institutions. The extent and owner- 
ship of the stock of railroad corporations de- 
termining the control of the same ought 
always to be oben to the public, and espesially 
to those who are personally interested in the 
management and earnings of raiJroads. It is 
not only for the purpose of affording the 
people of IIIinois ready facilities for the 
transfer of shares which may be bought and 
sold, but still more in order to enable bona 
Jide shareholders to inform themselves of 
any maulpulation that may be going on, that 
such a law as we have described above 
should be passed. It is not necessary, how- 
ever, that the members of the Legislature 
shall enter into any discussion of the merits 
of the proposed legislation. It is sufficient 
for them to know that the Constitution en- 
joins upon them the duty of passing either 
the pending bill or one equally in ascord 
with the constitutional provision. If they 
refuse or neglect to do this they will be 
guilty of violating their oaths. 


A FRANCO-CHINESE WAR PROBABLE. 

The latest news from the seat of war in 
Eastern Asia shows that the French expedi- 
tion against ‘Tonquin has been laid out upon 
a larger scale than was at first supposed, and 
that the probability of resistance by China 
is very certain. It asserts that on the 28th of 
March the citadel of Hanoi was attacked by 
4,000 Annamites, or Chinese, who were re- 
pulsed, and the next day were driven six 
miles and dispersed. From that time until 
the 7th of May all was quiet, but on that date 
2,000 more Chinese soldiers sailed from Pekin 
towards Tonquin, and the Admiral of the 
French fleet was instructed to prevent them 
from landiag. There are at present, it issaid, 
thirty-three companies of French marines 
in Cochin China and Tonquin, but the rein- 
forcements were not to go forward until the 
Government should vote the appropriation 
for the expedition. As this has been done it 
is likely we shall hear of warm work from 
that quarter before long, for even if the King 
ot Tonquin should accede to the French de- 
mands it is not likely that China will consent 
tothis summary appropriation of a vassal 
State without a struggle. | 

The Embassador from the French Govern- 
ment to the King of Tonquin is M. de Ker- 
garadec, who bears with him a letter from 
President Grévy. In this letter the King is 
informed that in view of his inability to 
maintain order in Tonguin the French 
must undertake the work, and to carry it 
out must definitively occupy the province. 
Hence he is invited not to make any opposi- 
tion and to sign a protocol recognizing the 
French occupation as extending not only 
over Tonquin, but over the whole of Annam. 
They are to regulate the foreign relations 
and to impose the customs duties and other 
taxes, and for these privileges they guaran- 
tee the good order of his dominions and will 
give him about one-third of the revenue for 
his personal income—terms very similar to 
those offered to the Bey of Tunis. In other 
words, the revenue of the province being. 
$6,000,000, they offer him $2,000,000 to step 
down and out, leaving them $4,000,000, or, 
deducting the cost of the expedition, $2,900,- 
000, which is a pretty good profit on the in- 
vestment for the first year. As the province 
is a marvelously rich one it is likely that the 
profit will be much larger in future, for it 
abounds not only in silk, cotton, rice, sugar, 
and fruits of all descriptions, but possesses 
3 wealth waiting to be devel- 
0 f 

All this ts flaured. however, upon the sup- 
position that the Tonquin King will allow him- 
self to be snuffed out, ana that no opposition 
will be made from without. It all should 
go well, it would be a very handsome in- 
vestment, but this remains to be seen. The 
King may not concede the French demands. 
Even if he should. it is not at all likely that 
China will stand quietly by and see the 
French gobbie up this rich province, whieh, 
if it belongs to any outsider, most certainly 
belongs to China, for the French have about 
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and the United States have immense com- 
mercial interests in the coast cities of that 
and adjacent provinces, and that those ports 
are filled With merchants of the above na- 
tionalities. These interests may be very 
seriously and injuriously affected by a war 
between Franee and China, and as the former 
will be engaged in what is at best nothing 
more than a piratical expedition, she will 
not be looked upon with much favor by the 
other mations wiiose interests may be 
prejudiced. It will be seen, therefore, that 
there are probabilities the investment of 
France may not be ag profitable as it ts 
figured, With the lesson of Tunis before 
her eyes it is somewhat remarkable she 
should want to make another venture for 
military glory 60 soon.

THE KREMLIN. 
BLESSING THE BANNER, 

Moscow, May 23.—(Specia! Cable. ] Today the 
preliminary ceremonies prior to the coronation 
began with the benediction of the imperial ban- 
ner, which is renewed on every accession to the 
throne. 

The banner ie blessed in the presence of the 
Emperor by the Holy Synod. 

It is in cloth of gold, six feet square, edged 
with deep builion, surmounted with bands of 
blue silk, on which are embroidered the dates 
of the principal epochs in Russian imperial hie- 
tory—882, the foundation by Rurick; . 
the introduction of Ohristianity by 88. 
Viadimir; 1497, the Byzantine Dominion of 
the Grand Duke Ivan Vassiliviteh; 1721, the im- 
perial manifesto of Peter the Great. On the 
bead of the staff are a ball and an imperial 
eagie. 

The ceremony took place today at I o'clock in 
the circular hall of the palace chamber, which is 
far too small to contain even those who enjoy 
the right to assist at the benediction. With the 
standard are the sword and shield of the Em- 


ic . pire, both of Persian work and rich with precious 


stones. 

In this circular hall are shown the crown of 8t. 
Vladimir, the ivory throne of Ivan IL. and the 
throne t Ivan the Terrible, adorned with 9,000 
turquoises and gems, the gift of the Persian 
Shah. 

The Metropolitan of Moscow, the Archbishop 
and Synod were present with the Grend Dukes, 
Marshals, Generals. Embassadors, and Envoys 
to witness the ceremony. 

The grand staircase, with its suits of armor, 
leads upward by a large flight of steps to the 
treasure hails, in the middie of which stands 
the circular cham ber. 

The Emperor was received by the Popes and 
the Metropolitans, whose long white hair and 
beards flowed over their gorgeous robes. 

The Archbishop of Kazan intoned a psalm, 
followed by a prayer invoking the biessing of 
Heaven on the heads of the Czar and his august 
family. 

The responses were chanted by the choir of 
120 voices in spiendid tones. N 

Prayers followed for the happiness and pros- 
pority of the State, the choristers, as before, 
chanting the responses. 

The litany demg concluded, the Archbishop 
advanced on foot to the banner and sprinkled it 
with holy water. 

The Emperor then advanced alone and made 
a deep reverence before the banner, and, after 
a few words from the Archbishop, the Czar bim- 
self sprinkled the emblem of the Empire with 
holy water. 

A jubilee bymn by the choir baving been 
ven with superb effect, the aides-de-camp 
made a lane through whicb the imperial family 
advanced, his Majesty making the sign of the 
cross as he retired. 

The effect of the whole scene was truly mag- 
nificent. The Empress was the onlydady present. 
YESTERDAY'S CEREMONY. 

Mescow, May 23.—The ceremony of biessing 
the imperial flag was performed in the Kremlin 
in the presence ot the Emperor and the Em- 
press, the imperial family, and the Emperor's 
military household. 

The Emperor and Empress drove from the 
Alexandrovsky Palace to the Kremlin in an 
open carriage and without escort, 

The Empress was the only lady present at the 
ceremony of the biessing of the imperial flag. 

Only seven of the sixty-seven newspaper cor- 
respondents were abie to attend the ceremony, 
owing to the restricted space, but the Director 
of the Press ordered the assistant editor of the 
Moscow Gazette to supply the other journalists 
with a description of the ceremony. 

The Russian Government has given the press 
representatives £20 each to pay carriage-hire 
during the festivities. 

A portion of the parapet behind the Church of 
St. Basil fell tuday on the heads of the people 
wounded several. It is reported that some fe 
the wounded died. 

Fifty suspicious persons have been arrested in 
the last few days. 

The Emperor and Empress will remain in 
semi-aeciusion till the day of the coronation.

ized. The walis of this celebrated hall were 
formerly decorated with Byzantine frescoes, 
which are now covered by ancient Gobelins and 
velvet hangings, showing the imperial doubie- 
headed eagles, to hide the decay of the paint- 
ings. The floor of the hall is covered by an enor- 
mous carpet, which bas recently been completed 
by the nuns of the Wossnessinski Convent. The 
number of troops coliected at Moscow during 
the coronation exceeds 50,000, and the cost of 
tneir maintenance is estimated at 2,500,000 
roubles.)

Panama, May 12.—The Ecuadorian muddle is 
not yet terminated. The last act of the Dictator, 
Veiatimiiia, has been to pluader the Bank of 
Ecuador, a private concern, of $820,000. Pro- 
tests were made by the Consuls and Captains of 
the foreign men-of-war with no effect. it is be- 
lieved he intends to leave the country, but out 
of revenge wisbes to make & sow of defending 
Guayaquil, in order to have an exouse for de- 
stroying the property of his enemies if not the 
whole town. Itis reported he bas offered his 
men a chance to sack the place, and occurrences 
in Quito the early part of the year prove 
he has long plotted the commission of this 
crime directed against the property of his fel- 
low-eountrymen and the many millions of for- 
eign capital inverted in Guayaquil. An English 
and an Italian vessel are constantly stationed in 
the river for tne protection of foreign interests. 
It is considered desirable to have an American 
ship placed there also. The denouement threat- 
ens tobe of a serious nature, and bloodshed, 
rioting, and destruction might be prevented by 
ashow of force. Reliabie reports state that 
many soldiers were deserting Veintimilia, that 
the commander of the fort below the city fled 
after bpiking guns and removing the am- 
munition, and another Officer on duty up 
the river turned over his entire command to the 
rebels. 

[The Republic of Ecuador (Equator) dates its 
independence from 1830, when the Republic of 
Colombia was divided into three States—New 
Granada (now known as the United States of 
Colombia), Venezuela, and Ecuador. The gu- 
preme head of the State is Gen. Ignacio de 
Veintimilla, who “became President under 
the old Constitutiog in September, 1876. By vir- 
tue of a prouunclamento made April 2, 1882, two 
“ Designados”’ or Vice-Presidents were named, 
The first of these is Sefior L. Saivador and the 
second Senor F. Arias, The latter acts as Minis- 
ter of the Interior and of Foreign Affairs.)

May 23.—[Special.]—The com- 
plaint.of the dry-goods men that the railroads 
discriminated against them on certain classes 
of west-bound freight, was heard by Railroad 
Commissioners Kernan, Rogers, ana O Donnell 
in the room of the Chamber of Commerce yester- 
day. The hearing attracted many merchants and 
railroad-men, among the latter being Mr. Fink, 
General-Traffic-Manager Hayden of the New 
York Central Railroad, General-Traffic- Manager 
R. C. Villas of the Erie, and Mr. Chauncey M. 
Depew, counsel for the Central Road. Mr. 
Charles 8. Smith and e . G. 
Woodhouse, members of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and acting under the 
direction of that body, presented the case of the 
dry -goods trade. Mr. Smith's supposition was 
that the dry-goods trade had for years been 
treated with injustice by the railroads in the 
matter of ciassification of dry goods on west- 
bound traffic, and he presented a copy of the 
petition to Mr. Funk upon this subject, which 
was signed by the representatives ot nearly all 
the large cotton-milis of New Engiand, New 
York, and Pennsyivania, and the dry goods 
merchants of the principal Eastern and Western 
cities. 

It was claimed by the trade that domestic dry

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 
LEXINGTON, Ky., May 20.—[Special. |—The first 
important business before the General Assem- 
bly this morning was the report of the commit- 
tee on the case of McKay vs. the Synod of 
Georgia. The bistory of the case is as follows: 
The Presbytery of Macon, Ga., passed a resolu- 
tion to the effect that riding on a raitroad- train 


mandment. To this legisiation Dr. McKay took 
exception and brought the matter before the 
Synod of Georgia. The synod adjudged that 
McKay had no cause for complaint against 
the presbytery, inasmuch as he had 
not been affected by the law.

A substitute was 
offered by Dr. Bullock that under the preseut 
extraordinary circumstances delegutes, instead 
of written communications, be seat to the ses- 
sions of the Northern Assembly. 

Dr. H. M. White, of Virginia, favored written 
correspondence because it would preserve bar- 
mony in the Southern Church. The Herrick- 
Jobnson resolution cast a stigma ou every man 
that sleeps in a Southern grave. 

Dr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, offered a 
substitute providing that delegates be sent to 
themext Assembiy of the Reformed Presbyteri- 
an Church and the next General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church of the United States, 
but that the question of permanent correspond- 
ence, whether by letters or by delegates, be left 
to the decisions of the presbyteries to be re- 
ported to the next General Assembly. 

D. W. Aiken, of South Carolina, speaking in 
favor of the substitute, believed that the At- 
lanta assembly tra its power and 
usurped authority in sending a delegate to Sara- 
toga. He denoumeed the Associated Press, 
which, instigated by the wiles of manor the 
wiles of the Devil, had reported the Southern 
delegates as desirous of Organic union. It has 
not been so long.“ said the speaker, “since the 
members of this same Northern church calied 
us heretics, schismatics, and traitors.” The 
vote was taken On the substitutes of Dr. Hemp- 
hill, which resulted—yeas, 113; nays, 23.

We had purchased from every shop under the 
sun, at bome and abroad, and immensely in-

and it was important for the Government to 
make something out of all these muskets, many 
of which were out of date, and there might 
never again be a chance to get off the oid muz- 
zie-ioading arms, particularly. The French 
were in such desperate straita, their country oo- 
cupied and run over by the Prussians, that any 
kind of arms would valuable to them. 80 
the most active spirits in the New York trade 
leaped into competition with each other to pro- 
cure these guns trom the Government, and sell 
them ata profit to the Frencb. went toand 
fro between New York, Washington, and lLiion, 
N. ., so many times that it drained all my 
vitality.” : 

„With whom were vou dealing directly? 

Why. with the French Government itself 
after a while, but at first with its fiscal agents. 
You see, the French Republic had been driven 
from Paris, and made its capital at Tours, and 
afterward at Bordeaux. They were unable, of 
course, to buy arms directly from our Govern- 
ment, which could not, under joternational 

recedents, sell arms to either belligerent Power, 
Bat might sell arms to a merchant, who could 
ship them as be liked. So there were several 
shipping and arms-dealing firms in New York 
which were trying to deal with our War Depart- 
ment and buy muskets, etc.” 

Mr. Squier then named to me some of these 
firms. such as Schuyier, Hartley & Graham; Mr. 
MacKenzie, a — agent; Commodore Gar- 
rison, and several others of whom | took no 


note. 

Said he: “One of the first points I dropped to 
was that if I could buy all the fixed ammuni- 
tion thut was made to fit these different arms. 
the arms themselves would have to fuillow. 
There was a vast amount of ball-cariridges, ctc., 
in existence, ana I made arrangements at once 
to put ms bands upon them wherever they 
could be found, so that if any other persons se- 


cured the arma they would have to let me in 
or buy the ammunition from me at my price.

France kuew where all the arms ia the worid 
were, and that the American Government bad 


more tnano all the rest of the world besides dis- 


engaged at that time. Now, the American Gov- 


ernment kept in New York City a resident agent 


of the Ordnance Department at Washington, 


whose name was Crispin. The ordnance officer 
of the United States at Washington was Gen. 
Dyer, who died not very long after the excite- 
ment of which he was the uofortunate and in- 
nocent centre. I began my operations with 
Crispin, and when I went to Washington con- 
ducted them with Dyer and Belkuap, the re- 
tary of War.” 

dy did the Germans not buy arms in Amer- 
ica also?” 

* Because they were better provided than the 
French with improved arms at the beginning of 
the war. Their whole effort was to keep us 
from selling arms to the French. They saw 
they had France at their feet. and used every 
effort to keep ber from arming; and, therefore, 
their Minister, who was at tirst Baron Gorolt. 
and afterward, I think, Mr. Schleicher, kept his 
mouth, and eres, and ears open toward our 
Goveroment, urg us not to violate our obli- 
gations as a neutral Power, and threatening us 
incidentiy with the German vote in America. 
The Republican party had been relying on the 
German vote toalurge extent, and that may 
have been one reason why Schurz and others

Knowing their somewhat sentimental nature,

BANKRUPT TURKEY. 


Russia Pressing Her for Money. 

CONSTANTINOPLE. May 6+1t will be remem- 
bered that Russia stipulat for the payment 
of indemnities by Turkey to Russian tradesmen 
rrom the consequences of the war; and that a 
commission, after a laborious examination of 
the claims, fixed the sum due at about $2,000,000. 
This Was to have been paid “without delay.“ 
It is neediess to say, however, that the money 
bas not been forthcoming; and, Kussian pa- 
Hence being exhausted, it is reported that 
M. Nelidoi has intimated to the Minis- 
ter of Foreigu Affairs, in very tirm 
languagé, that a recent statement in the 
Porte’s circular to the Powors, to the effect that 
the Porte bad punctually carried out all its ob- 
ligations under the Treaty of Berlin was not 
strictly in accordance with the facts, and, there- 
fore, Russia could not promise to give her sup- 
port to the effortsof the Powers to obtain from 
Bulgaria, Greece, and Servia the execution of 
their obliganons under the treaty until full 
satisfaction had been given to all the Russian 
claims. it has been a sour of auxtéety 
zo the Ministers to Gnd the means of meet- 
ing these peremptory demands of the Russian 
Ewbassador; and tueir difficulties wilt be easily 
understood, from the following statement: 

There are about tbirty provinces or adminis- 
trative divisions of the Empire,and the reve- 
nues of nearly ail are already devoted to the 
payment of military and civil charges of an 
urgent nature. After deducting Albania. Hed- 
Jus. and the Lebanon, with the prvuvinees of 
Tripoli and Crete, which give practicaily no rev- 
enue, there remain to be applied tothe current 
wants of the Government barely five or six 
provinees—and those of the poorest—supple- 
mented oy the revenues from the tax on sheep, 
the military exemption tax. the land tax, 
the portion of custome income not specially d- 
voted to the payment of bondholders, etc. Con- 
sidering. again, that the greatest difficulty is 
experienced in meeting the daily requirements 
of the Government, the serious anxiety of the 
Ministry in the presence of these Russian de- 
mands is not to be wondered at. 


LINCOLN’S MEMORABLE ADDRESS. 
[Raumsdell's Letter.}—In reading the address 
of Mr. Maglunis, the orator of the Army of the 
Potomac, at the recent meetmg, I was reminded 
of that unequaled piece of composition, the 
nddrese of Mr. Lincoln at the consecration of 
the National Cemetery at Gettysburg the 19th 
of November, 1863. Law sure that your readers 
will thank me for hunting it up and printing it 
herewith. Nothing cana be more simple and 
beautiful: 

Four score and seven years ago our fathers 
brought forth upon this contineut a new Na- 
tion. conceived in liberty and dedicated to the 
proposition that all mea are created equal. 

Nowe are engaged in a eredt Civil War, 
testing whether thut Nauon. or any nation 80 
conceived and su dedicated, ean long endure. 
Weare met ona great battietield of that War.

“But in a large sense we cannot dedicate, we 
cannot consecrate, we canout haliow this ground.

The world win tittle note, nor 
long remember What We say here, but it can 
never forget what they did bere. it w for us, the 
living, rather to be dedictated here to the unfin- 
ished work that they have thus far su nobly car- 
ried on. It is ratber for us to be here dedicated 
to the great task remain before us: that 
from these honored dead we take increased de- 
votion to the cause for which they bere gave tne 
last full measure of devotion: that we bere 
highiy resolve that the dead shall not bave died 
in Vain; that the Nation shall, under God, have

16,000 square miles and about 35,000,000 of peo- 
ple. 1 think I have said this about twenty 
times, but itis true all the same. y ask 
me one night to respond to a toast at a 
London dinner. I told them I was good on ge- 
ografy, that was ali 1 did know. However, 
I gave them a few Yankee facts. I told them! 
thought America oughtt to have been discovered 
by an Boglisha@an instead of by Christopher Co- 
lumbus, tor the Eoglish float their fag tu 
every port, in every clime,in both bemisphercs. 
I took particular pains to biow our trum- 
pet, and suppose I will be abused for 
it. I told them we nad about 56,000,000 of peo- 
ple, and if we ever got into au argument with 
u foreign nation, the English being relatives of 
oursvives, we should bave to borrow some of 
Eugiand's ships to protect us, as wo have none 
of our own, and a standing army of only 25,000 
men composed almost entirely of vfficers. But 
they had better not interfere with Uncle Sam, 
for be could bulld as many ships in two years as 
they could in twenty. We could organize an 
army of 1,000,000 men andequip them in ninety 
days. in case of the necessity of a defense. 


WE ARE FEEDING NATIONS.

„% A graduate of the Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Oxford told me there were twenty- 
four io his class. Two years or more since only 
four out of the twenty-four were practicitig. 
My informant and his scboolmate are employed 
iu their fathers’ offices, ana two others, by per- 
sonal iutluence, have obtained posi s yiela- 
ing £10 per annum. Twenty out of the twenty- 
four were idle. The rules of the English 
bar require that they salli serve two yenrs 
ihn a barrister’s Office before they receive 
their tinal certificates. Fur two years they 
have been idie, and cannot earn enough pen- 
nies te pay for their stage fares, Now, this is 
uot an exaggerated picture of the overcrowded 
professions of England ana Europe. At a hotel 
where we were stopping the head waiter's sal- 
ary was £3 a mouth. ‘The engineer on an ex- 
press train gets about $175 per day for ten 
bours’ work. This mast be an expert engineer. 
Their average price for railroad ewployés is less 
than one-half of what they get in this country. 
Uf course their money goes farther than ours, 
as the rate of money is proportionately cheaper 
than ours. 

LONDON’S CLEAN STREETS. 

“There is one thing that impresses mo about 
their streets—they are su clean and aiways kept 
in order. They bave their stone pavements 
similar to ours; they have their wooden and 
macadamized aiso. course it would be im- 
possible to keep the streets clean unless they 
were properly paved in the first place. Then 
they repair them promptly whenever a break 
occurs.

WIDE TIRES.

GERMANY. 


Quarrel with Bismarck. 

Bertin, May 0.—The last few days bave 
brougbt bad and disquieting news for Prince 
Bismarck. Sunday the Select Committee to 
which the Accident Assurance bill had beeo re- 
ferred rejected the State subsidy clause, which 
contaias the leading principle of the measure. 
Yesterday the Reichstag, on the motion of the 
Progressists, referred to a special committee all 
the estimates for 1884-’ which cannot there- 
fore now be disposed of the expeditious and 
premature fashion desired by the Emperor in bis 
late message to Parliament; and today the 
House, by a majority of N. wholly rejected on 
a second aocgg 4 the bill for raising the 
timver duties. e majority, numbering 177. 
was formed of all the fractions of the Left, while 
the yeas included the Conservatives of all shades 
and the Centre. The debate was uulntercesting 
in itself, the a ments for and against the 
measure being simply reducibie to this. that the 
growers of wood required greater protecuos, 
and that the petty consumers ought to be pro- 
tected from increased prices. But the result is 
highly significant when viewed in connection 
with the recent action of the Imperial Pariia- 
ment in other matters pertaining, to the 
economic poli¢y of the Government. During 
the heated debates of the last, few days the Em- 
peror’s name has been freely dragged into the 
discussion, and now that Parllameut bas clearly 
showa its disinclination to arrange its order of 
business in strict accordance with the terms orf 
the recent Imperial messawe regret is generally 
telt that bis Majesty should Bave seemed to im- 
pair the d@ignitied reserve of the Crown by 
throwing bie personal iniluence into the scale 
of political argument. It is true. the Select Com- 
mittee to which next year’s budget tas been re- 
ferred not sleep over its labors, and may 
display more complaigant spirit than tie 
House itself, but still there is now ge chance 
of the estimates being debated and settled by 
the Reichstag before the end of the summer 
session, especially as the attendance of wem- 
vers dwindies daily, and threatens soon to yield 
less than a quorum, 

The situauon isa critical one, and rumor al- 
ready attributes to the disappointed Chancelior 
an intention to dissolve, Cut bono? exclaim 
those who profess ta know the mood of the 
country. It is, however, next to impossible for 
the Government to know what the real will of 
the nation is. With two, er even three ba- 
talions, Prince Bismarck once deciared it would 
be easy to mareh and conquer, but with seven 
there was nothing to be done. Uniess the 
various sections in the Reichstag can collect 
into two, or even three great parties, it is per- 
fectly idle for them to talk of Parliamentary 
Goverhment. Fractions like the Clericals, the 
Poles, the Social-Democrats, and the Protesters 
are seldom guided in their decisions by tue 
simple merits of the case, and they frequently 
possess the casting vote. In the present in- 
stance Partiament’s rejection of the timber du- 
ties and its treat:nent of the estimates ocher- 
wise than the Emperor expressly desired may 
chance to represent the actual will of the na- 
tion. But Prince Biemarck bas lost ail faith in 
the fairness of majoriticos, and there are also 
signs that his belief in dissolution as a weapon 
against a refractory Parliament is by uo means 
so strong as it once was.

The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday and averaged lower. Provisions were 
very weak, with no support from the longs and 
no demand from outside. Grain was easier on 
the facts of fine weather and larger receipts,

wheat, the latest quotation betng M for July. 

Oats were fairly active and lower in sympathy 
with corn, the market saliowing a downward 
tendency from the opening, declining tete 
from the call prices of Tuesday, and cicsing on 
the regular board at the lowest figures of the 
session. Most of the trading was in July de- 
livery. Year sold at &@iic, closing at e, 
or Me Off from the latest price of the day be- 
fore. A round lot of No. 2 sold early at Ie, 
the price at the close being about IN c. 

Rye was fairly active for spot, No. 2 selling at 
62%c. Futures were quict, prime selling at 6 
63% ¢, Closing at the inside, July being nominally 
at Ge, and August selling at Ge. 

Barley was quiet a few cars of No. 3 in store 
selling at 54c, arid the sample market remaining 
about as on Tuesday. 

Green frults were in fair supply, strawberries 
being quite pleutiful. Tropical fruits steady. 
Eggs Were steady at loge per doz. There was 
no special feature in the hide and leather mar- 
ket outside of the dullness which has character- 
ized those branches of trade the last montu. 
Potatoes quiet and easy. A light trade is re- 
ported in wool, prices holding steady. Timothy 
seed was fairly active end steady. Fiaxseed was 
sligttly easter, sellmg at $1.42%01.4 on track. 
Hay was steady for the better Kinds, while the 
lower grades were hard to sell without a conces- 
sion. 

Jobbers of dry goods and millinery reported a 
fair order trade for miscellaneous articies for 
the reassortment of stocks, and the general 
tenor of prices remain steady. Clothing 
remains dull, as do also boots and shoes, and 
bats and caps. The demand for groceries was 
fair at about steady prices. Sugars and coffees 
were firm. Ia dried fruits, fish, and canned 
goods there was a fair movement. Butter and 
cheese were again quoted off. Coal was dull. 

There is about 700,000 bu of rye in Chicago and 
New York that has not yet been touched by the 
frost. Some parties who are scared may per- 
haps do well to remember this. 

A little too much home talent in provisions 
yesterday! 

Certain rallroad men now come on Change as 
representatives of the lake and rail routes ouly. 

It is noted that 50,000 quarters more of wheat 
are reported to be on passage for the Continent 
of Europe now than a week ago. 

The recent large shipments of corn from this 
city are partly due to very low freight rates. 
Through to New York has been taken at 6%¢, 
and rates to Philadelphia and Baltimore have 
been low enough to attract corn to those ports 
in competition with New Tork. 

A well-known operator in wheat remarked 
yesterday that he did not propose to spend the 
hot weather this year on bended knees, poring 
over a map of Burope to find openings for wheat 
cargoes. It is a fair inference that he had a Ut- 
tie experience in that line last year. The recol- 
ections of July are not all pleasant. 

The wheat reports on Change yesterday were 
of the bluest possible description. Some esti- 
mated that Southern IIlinois will not produge 
haif a crop, and Northern Lilinois less tnan a 
third. Reports from the Northwest were more 
cheering. 

Is there some mistake about the holiday hour 
on’Change Monday mornina? It was not re- 
ferred to yesterday in an official utterance, pro- 
fessing to define the hours outside of which 
trading in produce will be visited by the au- 
thorized penaity. 

They say the peculiar movement in grain yes- 
terday, which puzzled the heads of the wisest to 
account for, was due to the belief that large 
areas of failed wheat are to be replanted with 
corn. Hence the latter sold down on the pros- 
pect of a bigger crop, and the former moved in 
the other direction.

J Tuley Decides that the Board 
rn 
Reformer. 


It Is Engaged in Fighting a Business 
Rival and Net Immor- 
ality . 


Legitimate Business Must Not Be Discrimi- 
nated Againgst—Gambling-Shops 
May. 


Judge Tuley yesterday morning rendered a 
very interesting opinion in tae case of the Pub- 
lic Grain and Stock Exchange against the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company and the Board 
of Trade to prevent the vutting of. the wires 
and removal of the tickers from compiainant’s 
place of business. This case is somewhat dif- 
ferent trom the others, as, although the pro- 
prietors of it took the deals like any other 
bucket-sbop, yet as their customers were en- 
tirely in the country all their orders were made 


by telegraph, and there was not sufficieat to 


show they were engaged in gambling. Judge 
Tuley goes farther than Judge Drummond and 
differs from Judge Biodgett in his decision, and 
some of the points he discussed have aot pre- 
viously been decided. The Judge, in disposing 
of the motion to dissolve the injunction, 
said the bill was filed on the theory that the 
tejecraph companies were the servants of the 
public, and under a duty by law which prevent- 
ed them from refusing to furnish market guo- 
tations which tney had collected. The Western 
Union Telegraph Company had a department of 
ite business known as the “Commercial News 
Dispatch Department.” under which it em- 
ployed agents on the Boards of Trade in all the 
large cities, collect: the market quotations 
and transmitting them over the country to all 
its customers who had “tickers.” 


MERELY INCIDENTAL. 


The company insisted that that part of its 
business was only incidental to its chief business 
ef sending messages for patrons, and 
could be given or refused, as it chose. 
The reasoning advanced was similar 
to that in the express company cases. 
It bad been decided in the express company 
cases that, aithough wee peg it was no part of 
the duty of the raliir to carry express mat- 
ter, yet, having done so for so many years, and 
thereby aiding to build up the express business 
into a public necessity, it had became as much 
their duty to carry express matter as to carry 
freight, and the common iaw obligation not to 
discriminate applied to both. 

Likewise the use of the market quotations 
had growo into a public necessity under the 
fostering care of the telegraph companies. The 
knowledge of those market quotations and the 
possession of facilities for obtaining that kuowl- 
edge at the instant of trading bad become a 
necessity to those engaged in the buying and 
selling of stocks, grain, provisions, etec., and 
hud so interwoven itself into the modern method 
of doing business that they could not now be 
dispensed with. 

The telegraph companies, having so largely 
built up the business and carried it on for years 
without discrimination, would not now be per- 
mitted to suy that their common-law obliga- 
tions not to discriminate did not attach to their 
new incidental business, at least so long as they 
carried it on. To permit them to do so would 
be to allow them to commit a fraud on and 
work irreparable injury to complainant and 
others who had engaged in business on the faith 
of baving the market ey oy to aid them in 
carrying on the same. Board of Trade,” 
the Judge continued, * —— ‘ent profess to be 
engaged in a moral-reform movement, nor is 
its action aimed solely at the bucket -shops, as 
the preamble to this resolution, passed by its 
managers, snows its grievance to be that mar- 
kot quotanons, to the injury of our members, 
are furnished parties no way contributing to 
the support of the board.’ It was cumpetinon, 
not jmmoraliiy, which the Board of Trade was 
seeking to put down.”’ 

Ic must, therefore, be beld that so long as the 
defendant telegraph companies were permitted 
to have their agents on the floor of the board, 
and gather the market quotations and send 
tue in to nate agg would not be permitted to 
discriminate a st complainant 

The motio ra dissolution of the injunction 
would be uverruied and the injunction retained 
until the nal bearing. 


THE BUCKET-SHOP CASES. 


Judge Tuley also decided the motions to dis- 
solve the temporary injuncuons in two bucket- 
shop cases of the Metropolitan Grain & Stock 
Exchange against the Baitimore & Ohio Tele- 
graph * the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, the Gold & Stock Telegraph Compa- 
ny, and the Board of Trade. Hg held that from 
ihe form of the contracts alone there was a 
stron me Speer that the complainant was en- 
gaged in gambling transactions, betting on the 

rice of grain. He entirely agreed with Judge 

vran in his decision of similar cases, and must 
therefore hold that the injunction should be 
dissoived. This disposes of the most of the 
bucket-shop cases, 
Metropolitan will stiil eontinue to carry ona 
precarious business,despite the decisions against 
it, probably by getting quotations through the 
Public Grain Exchange, which, of course, it has 
a perfect right to do if it can make the necessa- 
ry arrangements. 

OUTSIDE COMMENTS. 

Mr. J. B. Hobbs, President of the Board of 
Trade, deciined to be interviewed concerning 
Judge Tuley’s decisions. He said that he would 
for the present permit the pubiic to draw its 
own conclusions in regard to the probable state 
of affairs that his Honor's action will bring 
about. “I have heretofore,” said he, given 
my views freely, but, at I have not yet read 
Judge Tuley's decisions, you must excuse me at 
present from saying anytbing further.’ 

The President of the Metropolitan Grain and 
Stock Exchange, Mr. Peabody, was also uncom- 
municative. I don’t want to talk,” said be, 
„ because the newspapers never treated me 
fairly. One thing | willsay, bowever, and that 
is that I will not permit myself to be * knocked 
out.” When time is called, | will be found in the 
ring stripped to the waist, with both fistsup. It 
looks as though the Board of Trade had scored 
the first knock-down and drawn the firet blood. 
but the tight is not ended vet. I intend to stay 
in business, and l have money to bet that I will 
get the market quotations every day in the 
year. I will conduct the exchange as legiti- 
mately as the Bourd of Trade is run while I re- 
main in the business. I will fight the Board of 
Trade as long as it fights me.’ 


LINDBLOM’S VENTURE—ODDS 
ON THE BOARD. 


Yesterday there was published a dispatch 
from Milwaukee, stating mat Charles Ouppels, 
one of Robert P*Lindbion’ 8 customers at that 
place. had ordered 50,000 bushels of wheat bought 
on the strength of a stolen fictitious message a 
short time ago, which Cuppels supposed had 
been sent by one of Lindbiom’s men, when, as 
the dispatch stated, it had been sent by Frank 
Woods, a correspondent of the firm of Hooker, 
Crittenden & Co., of Milwaukee, as a decoy, and 
the quotation was a halt-cent off the market. 
The decoy message, it was said, bad been sent 
at the instance of the Cream City firm on the 
supposition that some one was stealing cifeir in- 
formation, and the differeuce between the mur- 
ket price and that of the fictitious message had 
caused a joss of $400, which Mr. Lindblom was 
obliged to pocket. Mr. Lindblom expiained the 
matter as foliows: His brother, who bad gone 
to Europe, uad been iu the habit of quoting 
the market to che Milwaukee customers, and 
after be leit it was arraoged with Mr. Cuppels— 
to which arrangement he fully agreed—that the 
Chicago operator on the Board of Trade wire 
should quote the market ordinarily. It was also 
agreed with Mr. Cuppels that, in the event of an 
excited market, if he wanted any particular ad- 
vices, he snould request Mr. Lindblom to fur- 
nish them, and on the day in question Mr. Cup- 
pels asked Mr. Lindbiow to quote July and Au- 
gust wheat, which was done by the latter per- 
sonally, $1.1144 bemg the price given on July. In 
a few minutes afterwards Mr. Lindbiom re- 
ceived a dispaten ordering 5.000 July wheat 
boug bt without limiting the price, and he made 
purchase at the best figure possible, which 
was at an advance of A to N of a cent above the 
price he had quoted, the market having advanced 
during the interim of the sending and receiving 
of the dispatches. Cuvpeis thought the teie- 
graph boys were trying to play a joke on him, 
and offered to bet the telegraph mapager at 
Milwaukee $50 that Lindblom never sent that 
quotation at all, but was satisfied on that point 
by the Chicago manager tell the Milwaukee 
maa totake Cuppeis bet, as he had the original 
message in Lindblom’s hand writing. The wheat 
was sold at a sma l loss. it is said that at least a 
dozen tirms send the same quotations to Mi- 
waukee every day mat are sent by Mr. Woods 
to the firm he represents. 

Considerable complaint is made in regard to 
musical exercises conduc by Mr. Boynton in 
the corn-and-oate pit. The matter, itis said, 
has been referred to the President of the Board.

And of al) waya—Similarities Which 
Indteate the Real as Distinguished 
from the Fiimey. 

Not to have a sensation. mild, exaggerated, or 
fantastical, as the case may be, is something 
this country is a stranger to; and just now the 
proper caper is the “Dude.” To tell us just 
what a Dude is bas been the earnest study of 
newspaper paragraphers for some time back ; 
and of late show-managers have taken up the 
weighty problem and exemplified the pen-pict- 
ures in a way that were the lamented Artemus 
Ward still in the business would set him crazy 
with envy. Dudeismis a ciever satire upon 
the swell tendency to anything aggravat- 
edly English. As is always the rule with those 
who go to the extreme, and have money alto- 
gether dispropornonately to brains, the keen- 
er public ridicule the greater the devotion to the 
“craze.” and the more persistent the posing as 
martyrs to the glorious cause of man’s advance- 


ment, and all that sort of thing. Nevertheless, 
it is not only in tall hats, single eye-giass, light 
top-coats, and yellow kids that Dudeism makes 
its mark, but in many other things. Everything 
of a Dude order is expensive, and the Dude who 
has reached the pinnacle of success prides bim- 
self upou pay very much more than any 
common mortal for precisely the same goods. 
There are Dude hotels and restaurants, as well 
as tailors, hatters, and the like, and there are 
Dude railways. They are immense iu their line, 
and as a matter of course would be nothing if 
not expensive. Their patrons “ask po ques- 
tions.“ and the more money is charged for ac- 
commodations the greater swelis are they. 
ing Dudes upon a Dude train their elegant — 
is in no dauger of coutamination by coming 
contact with the common herd. This is Boalish 
too. But as in England 
no means typifies the 
genuinely solid man of culture, wealth. and po- 
sition, so in America the Dudes far from repre- 
sent the men who have made this the Nation it 
is.

LAND FRAUDS IN DAKOTA. 


Hiram Barber Being Persecuted in Re- 
turn for His Recent Exposure of the 
Irregularities, 

Mitcuetnt, Dak., May 21.—[Speciai Corre- 
spondence.j—Since the disclosures of land 
frauds reported to the department last winter 
by Hiram Barber Ir., Receiver of the United 
States Land-Office. which culminated in the re- 
moval of O. T. Letcher, Chief Clerk in the office, 
and son of William Letcher, the Register, the 
Triends of the latter have been very bitter, and 
have used every effort to bring discredit upon 
the Receiver. Mr. Barber is well known in Chi- 
cago, baving served a term in Congress in 1879. 
Their latest efforts consist of a series of contests 
against relatives of Mr. Barber's wife, 
who have entered land in this district. 
The case now on trial before Special 
Commissioner W. L. Warren is that of Margaret 
Morris vs. Philena McEwan, the latter being a 
daughter of Mr. Barber’s father-in-law. The 
same ring, consisting of George Bidwell, a dis- 
barred attorney, William Letcher and 0. 
Leteher, bave been the mainspring in ali the 
contests, and their bana is shown only too piaia- 
ly by their being the sole witnesses appearing 
against the claimagts, while they reiterate the 
same story, alleging a violation of official daty 
on the part of the Receiver. Another weak 
poimt in the case for the ring is their failure to 
put any of the contestants on the stand to tes- 
tify, fearing that facts might be disclosed 
showing they were mere instru- 
ments in the hands of the clique 
to strike a blow at Mr. Barber. The evidence of 
George Bidwe chief wituess, goes to show 
that Mr. Bar accompanied by the witness 
and some of ormer's relatives. visited the 
southern portion of this county. They exam- 
ined different pieces of land, and finally some 
were selected and settlement made by digging 
the four corners of a sod-house on each quarter 
section, and posting notices that the land was 
claimed as preémptions. This land was never 
entered, but the parties afterward took home- 
steads upon other lands. and these 
are ones now under contest. 
Valuable improvements have been made 
upon them, and the parties are in ail 
——4 bona-fide settlers, while it is now 
sought to sacritice them to the vengeance of 
the Register. It is believed ou good authority 
that Receiver Barber has other irregularities 
occurring io the txnd-office to report to the de- 
partment for action, in which Wiiliam Letcher 
and George Bidwell are implicated, and in that 
event the case may assume a greater impor- 
tance. 


BONDED WHISKY, 

“Very little whisky has been exported,” said 
a prominent distiller to a TRIBUNE reporter 
yesterday, * because a great deal of that in bond 
has been bypothecated, and it is hard to get it 
out so as to send it abroad. A man cannot ex- 
port tea or fifteen barrels. He must have thou- 
sands. I don't think 5,000 barrels in all bave 


been exported up t this time. There are about 
1,000,000 barrels in bond. About 16,000,000 gal- 
lons will have to come out this year.“ 

“ What will the small holders do?’ 

“A company is bemg organized in Cincinnati 
to help them out. It will advance money to pay 
what is due on the whisky, and in that way get 
together a sufficient number of barrels to make 
exportation worth while. Two important ob- 
jects are to be gained by sending out of the 
country whisky on which the tax is falling due, 
ana for which there is no demand at home. One 
is to relieve the holder who hasn't the cash to 
pay the tax, and the other to get Pid of the sur- 
plus. Aud in order to relieve the market it is 
necbssary that the exported whisky should be 
kept out of the country until a healthy demand 
calls for its return. I understand that some of 
the whisky that went to Bermuda is now on the 
New York market, competing with che whisky 
on which the tax is nut yet due. That way of 
doing business won't help the trade anv. If 
goods in customsgwarehouses are to be pitted 
againet those in distillery warebouses there is 
little hope for a heaithier market or au im- 
proved condition of things.”
